and former adxisor to the Germsn 
government on reparations after the 
war, will give a lecture, which will 
be open to the general put-iic, on 
Wedncsdaj', Nov. 28. in Moy.«e Hall 
at B.15 p.m. His subject Mill be 
"The Economy of Naiism." Admis- 
sion is free. 

Prot Bonn will explain a topic 
of debate among non-German «> 
nomiFts. as mar.y of -Jncrt: have pre- 
dicted the financial col^apje of 'Jie 
Beich in the nesr future since Hit- 
ler's accession to power in 1933.

Mock Parliament Upholds 
Affirmative of Argu- 
ment 



Last night, in the Union Ball 
Room, the Mock Parliament dis- 
cussed the issue— "Resolved that it 
is in the opinion of this house that 
women suffrage should be granted 
in provincial clcclion.s." The affirm- 
ative of the opposition was led by 
Prime Minister Leonard Bercus- 
son, supported by Judith Jaffe, The 
negative v/as uphold by Sam Hutch- 
inson, and Hynian Caplan. 

The dcciiioii wa.s ni:ific by the 
audience and rendered In favour of 
the affirmative. 

Prime Minister Bcrcusson main- 
tained that "in every conalitullonnl 
government, the female mind Is a 
vital inhliliilioii." lie explained thai 
"di.'iiiocracy iiipaii.'. llii! piirlicipalion 
of every f|iialifje<i ineinhcr of the 
state, in the government.,' — and 
showed by statistics that women are 
at least men's Intelleciual crjiial, If 
i,ol their superior, and are Iheie- 
fore f|Udlifif:d tn vole.

A Reply. 

To th». Sports P'.'litor: 

In the McCill Oaily of Nov. 22 
a correspondent who professes to 
have had ten years of experience in 
local football brands the jfame we 
play in Canada "a.'; deed and with- 
out the sen.sc to lie down." This I 
tluiik 1.^ A radical over .iiatement. 
.Since rugby i.s a human institution 
perfection cannot be expected of it. 
Ill my opinion Canadisn*Foo'.balI is 
Just about as good as It can be with- 
out corning dov/n to the ruthlc-ss 
mas.? prrxluction meiiiods of the 
American game. 

While it is possible that a more 
open and less tough game could be 
evolved (or the use o( schools, the 
present game Is adequate for col- 
lege and provincial teams. Tne gen- 
eral run of injuries that Mr. Scho- 
(ieid makes .in much of are not 
for the most part the results of 
clipping, tripping and hurdling the 
line. If you are going to abolish 
them, why not do away with the 
scrimmage too? 

Rugby Football must remain in 
spite of all efforts to water it out, 
a tough game for strong players. 
1£ a player is not in good condi- 
tion or has not the necessary 
strength of physique, he should be 
banned utterly and completely from 
playing the game, no matter how 
great his ability may be. Most 
coaches are too selfish to admit 
that a good man is unfit to play 
the game. They allow him to play. 
He is injured. So they blame the 
rules (or allowing things which 
probably had no more to do with 
the cause of the injury than the 
1923 earthquake in Tokyo. 

Even should we make those con- 
cessions that Mr. Schofield asks, 
banning hurdling the line, tripping, 
and clipping, and for that matter 
adopt the whole paraphernalia of 
the American game, we should still 
have the same quota of Injuries as 
we have now under the Canadir.n 
rules. It must be remembered that 
several players have been killed in 
football games across the border, 
while we have yet to be informed 
of a fatality in our form of the 
game. Players have been killed in 
such comparative namby-pamby 
games as softball but never in ti\e 
brutal blood path of Canadian 
Rugby. 

Mr. Schofield and his (ellow re- 
formers would have us accept com- 
plete running interference, Cidul- 
ed this would make for moic wido- 
opcn play and higher scores. But 
would it not also make for higher 
casualty lists? Our grounds are

Mr. Caban also condemned the 
present policy of the subjugation 
of all îorms of criticism of the 
Government and felt that it was 
undesirable to subvert democratic 
institutions during a war merely to 
insure that the policy of the coim- 
try is unassailable. He felt, how- 
ever, that scathing assaults upon 
individuals were unjustified and 
urged that condemnations be made 
genera] in tone.

Dear Sir:— Much has been said in 
your recent editions in defence of 
Prof. Atlair. While wishing to ca.st 
MO a'îporsion,^ on the gentleman, T 
^hr)ul<l, howevpr, like to reply to 
some of hi.< adherents. 

While Prof. Adair undoubtedly 
had the right to speak as he did. 
he showed neither tact, discretion, 
or good ta.slc in makifit; hi.s rfmai-k.^ 
at such a time. I'hc rixhl lo free- 
dom of speech still cxl.^t.;, a.? has 
been shown by the remarkable lib- 
erty of thoi/ght and expression 
manifested in your solumn-t lately; 

1 see no reason why it should be 
endangered becaa'.e a few people 
choose to abuse their privilege. 
Moreover, we have the curious 
spectacle of your several correspon- 
dents eagerly claiming the right to 
free speech, while attempting to 
deny that same freedom to the Star 
and the Gazette. 

In addition, none of us can have 
much sympathy with Prof. Adair'* 
views, although he has a perfect 
right to them; and by this I mean 
a right to express them in class or 
in private, and not to shout them 
broadcast. He refers to Chamber- 
lain as "stupid."
